A Satine to Letters of the 1oth O.S. from Co- 
peshagen, the King of Denmark is gone to 
Holftcin, from whence ‘tis faid he will go and ule the 
Baths of Embs ia Weftphalia, and thar he will take 
that Opportunity to have an Interview with the King 
of Great Britain, who, according to Letters of the 
14th from Francfort, isto be at Hefle-Caffel in Au. 
uft next. 

Thofe of the fame Date fron Hanover continue the 
Report of fome Alliances that are ta be negociated 
during bis Majefty’s Stray in that Electorate, and they 
make particular Mention of a Treaty in which the 
Kings of Poland and Pruflia are to be included for 
the Support of their Pretenfions to the Ductiies of Ju 
liers and Bergue, after the Death of the prefeat Pof- 
ſeſſor. They add, that the Price of Corn there be- 
gins to fall upon the Return of fine Weather ; and 
that M. de Reichen, a Privy Counfellor, dy'd there 
the Night before, aged 88. 

Letters of the 16th from Berlin fay, that the King 
of Pruffia was in fo fair a Way of Recovery from his 
Relapfe, that he goes abroad for the Air; and thar 


the Prince Royal who was fent for upon that Ucce- 





fion to Potidam, was rerurn’d to Rheinsberg. 

Thofe of the 7th from Vienna fay, that the Empe- 
rot's Forces are to be completed, and that Con- 
vemions have been made with feveral Princes and 
States of the Empire, whereby they have engag’d to 
turnifh the neceflary Recruits. They add, chat the 
Count de Uhlefeld the Emperor’s Ambaffador is fer 
out for Conftantinople ; and that they have Advice 
from thence, that the Grand Signior has given one of 
bis Daughters in Marriage to the Batha of Romelia, 
who commands at Belgrade, and is fo much in Fayour 
at the Porte that ‘tis thought he wiil foon fucceed the 
Grand Vifier, which will b> very acceptable m the 
— Court, to which he is known to be well af- 
ſected. The Vele Marfhal de Seckendorf having 
made frefh Inftances to the Imperial Court for his Li- 
berty, he has been defir’d to make himfe'f cafy, the 
Emperor being refolv’d to include his Cafe in his Ge- 
neral Determination of all Matters relating to the 
Conduct of the Commanders in the laſt War, which 
it was not doubted wou'd take place in two or three 
Months. 

Letters of the 29h ult. from Petersbourg fay, that 
an Exprefs was arriv'd from Affracan, with Advice, 
that Kouli Kan was advanc’d with a numerous Army 
to the Fronti.rs of Turky. 

Thofe of the fame Dace from Madrid fay, thar it 
has been refolv'd to build 12 new Men of War this 
Summer bcfides Frigates; and chat extraordinary Pre- 

atations are continued at Alicante and the Neigh- 

ourhood for fome Expedivion. The King of Spain 
has demanded a Loan of a Million of Pieces of Eight 
from the Trading Corporation at Cadiz, which he 
promiſes to repay upon the Arrival of the firft Ships 
from the Weft Ladi-zs ; bur the Merchaate have defir'd 
his Majefty to excufe them, and ‘tis faid they intend 
to petition him to order a Diftribution to be made of 
the Money and Effects brought by the two Ships 
lacely arriv’d at Se. Andero from Buenos Ayres. Mean 
time “tis faid there will be a Tax laid upon eertain 
Merchandize, which will bring very confidcrable 
Sums inte the Royal Treafury.
